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REPORT. 


Summary. 

After  passing  through  a  year  of  much  privation  and  suffering  to 
the  working  population  of  Manchester,  it  is  a  matter  for  great  thank¬ 
fulness  that  the  Committee  are  able  to  report  that  the  general  health 
of  the  town  has  seldom  been  in  better  condition  than  it  is  at  present. 

In  May  last  it  was  evident  both  from  the  death  reports  of  the 
district  registrars,  and  from  the  quarterly  returns  of  the  Registrar 
General,  that  the  death-rate  for  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  was 
greatly  above  the  usual  amount.  It  was  feared  that  this  mortality 
arose  from  the  distressed  condition  of  the  people ;  and  a  circular  was 
addressed  to  each  of  the  contributors  to  the  Weekly  Return,  asking 
for  information  on  the  subject.  From  the  replies  received  from 
nearly  all  our  correspondents,  it  appeared  that  the  increased 
mortality  could  not  be  ascribed  to  the  influence  of  distress  or  starva¬ 
tion.  Further  reference  to  the  columns  of  the  Return  proved  that  it 
arose  chiefly  from  the  prevalence  and  fatality  of  whooping-cough  and 
measles  —546  deaths  having  occurred  in  four  months  from  these  two 
diseases  alone.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  so  large  a  number  could 
have  fallen  victims  to  these  diseases  without  great  negligence  or 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  parents,  both  in  exposing  their  children  to 
infection,  and  failing  to  guard  them  from  hurtful  influences  during 
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the  progress  of  the  disorder.  From  two  diseases  which  amongst  the 
higher  classes  are  usually  mild  and  not  frequently  fatal — an  amount 
of  mortality  has  arisen  which  in  itself  is  sufficient  to  account  for  the 
increased  magnitude  of  the  death-rate  this  year  as  compared  with 
that  of  1861.  If  ordinary  care  had  been  taken  of  the  children 
affected  by  these  diseases — it  cannot  be  doubted  that  many  lives 
would  have  been  saved.  As  the  year  went  on,  the  mortality  greatly 
diminished,  notwithstanding  the  increased  amount  of  distress  then 
prevailing.  In  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  the  number  of  deaths 
was  5,409,  against  6,273in  the  latter  half  of  1861. 

Owing  to  a  large  increase  of  pauperism,  and  to  the  straitened 
circumstances  of  the  bulk  of  the  operatives  and  mill-hands,  laige 
numbers  applied  for  relief,  during  sickness,  to  the  parish  medical 
officers,  and  to  the  various  charitable  medical  institutions  from  which 
records  of  disease  are  received  by  this  Association.  The  number  of 
patients  thus  seeking  relief  being  probably  one-third  greater  than  last 
year.  No  conclusions  can  be  drawn  as  to  the  amount  of  sickness  of 
various  kinds,  without  taking  this  fact  into  account ;  since  the  dimi¬ 
nution  in  the  death-rate  for  the  last  six  months  of  1862  shows  that 
on  the  whole  there  has  been  less  sickness  than  usual  amongst  the 
labouring  population. 

In  November  last,  Small  Pox  began  to  increase  in  prevalence, 
and  in  the  week  ending  December  20th,  there  were  19  new  cases  of 
the  disease.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  Vaccination  could  be  more 
efficiently  enforced  than  it  is  at  present,  and  that  the  prejudices  of  the 
poor  against  its  adoption  could  be  removed. 

The  year  1861,  was  singularly  free  from  Scarlatina,  either  in 
London  or  Manchester,  but  during  the  Autumn  of  1862,  this  disease 
became  much  more  prevalent  and  fatal  in  character. 

In  the  week  ending  November  1 5 tb ,  25  new  cases  of  this  disease 
were  recorded;  the  largest  number  last  year  being  10  in  the  week 
ending  October  5th. 
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Towards  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  authoritatively  stated  that, 
in  consequence  of  the  distress,  Typhus  Fever  prevailed  in  Manchester, 
in  an  epidemic  form,  and  that  a  low  vital  condition  characterized  the 
unfortunate  operatives.  After  careful  inquiry  the  Committee  were 
obliged  to  come  to  a  different  conclusion,  and  an  answer  to  the  state¬ 
ment  above  was  prepared  by  Dr.  Morgan,  and  published,  in  the 
name  of  the  Association,  in  the  Times.  .The  following  were  the 
grounds  upon  which  the  Committee  were  led  to  deny  the  correctness 
of  the  statement. 

1.  The  diminished  death-rate  of  the  latter  half  of  the  year  1862. 
6,273  deaths  were  reported  by  the  District  Registrars  in  the  latter 
half  of  1861  ;  5,979  in  the  first  six  months,  and  5,409  in  the  latter 
six  months  of  1 862  ;  showing  a  difference  of  864  lives  in  favour  of  the 
last  period,  during  which  the  distress  was  at  its  height. 

2.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Fevers  of  all  kinds,  as  reported  in 
the  Weekly  Return  in  the  latter  half  of  1861,  -was  292  ;  in  the  first 
and  last  six  months  of  1862,  the  numbers  were  222  and  196 
respectively.  Showing  that,  as  the  distress  increased,  all  kinds  of 
Fever  had  diminished  in  frequency. 

3.  The  following  deaths  amongst  these  cases  were  distinctly  marked 
off,  by  the  Registrars,  as  occasioned  by  Typhus  Fever.  In  the  last 
quarter  of  1861,  17  persons  died  of  Typhus;  in  the  next  three 
months  (the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1862),  Typhus  Fever  claimed  21 
cases ;  in  the  three  following  months  it  took  10  ;  and  in  the  two  follow¬ 
ing  quarters,  the  numbers  respectively  were  11  and  12.  Thus  in  the 
six  months  during  which  the  famine  epidemic  was  said  to  have  pre¬ 
vailed,  it  carried  off  only  23  victims  ;  whilst,  during  the  six  preceding 
months,  it  sacrificed  no  less  than  31. 

4.  In  the  Weekly  Return  of  disease,  under  the  head  of  continued 
Fever — all  kinds  of  Fever  are  included,  from  simple  feverish  attacks, 
to  Typhus  Fever;  but,  notwithstanding  the  greatly  increased  area 
from  which  returns  were  received,  the  number  of  cases  of  Fever 
returned  in  the  last  six  months  of  1862,  was  81  less  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  last  year.  After  the  appearance  of  the  state- 
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ment  above  mentioned,  the  contributors  to  the  Weekly  Return  were 
requested  to  report  specially  upon  any  cases  of  Fever  which  turned 
out  to  be  Typhus,  and  in  5  weeks  only  6'  cases  were  thus  reported. 

5.  The  records  of  the  Fever -wards  of  the  Manchester  Royal 
Infirmary  furnished  evidence  which  fully  corroborated  the  conclusions 
drawn  from  the  documents  of  the  Association.  During  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year  1861,  17  cases  of  Typhus  Fever  were  entered  in 
the  books  of  the  Hospital.  While  during  the  last  six  months  of  the 
year  1862,  we  find  only  14  cases,  or  three  less.  In  the  course  of 
each  year,  the  number  of  persons  who  died  in  the  Fever-wards  from 
this  variety  of  Fever,  was  eight. 

6.  In  November  last,  it  was  particularly  requested  that  returns 
should  be  made  of  any  cases  of  Purpura,  a  disease  showing  a  low 
degree  of  vital  power,  and  one  which  might  have  been  expected  to 
appear  frequently  had  the  mill  hands  been  in  the  starving  condition 
described.  In  two  months,  only  one  case  was  thus  reported  to  the 
Committee. 

7.  From  careful  inquiries  made  from  medical  gentlemen  in  con¬ 
stant  attendance  upon  the  poor,  from  city  missionaries  and  from 
district  visitors,  the  almost  unanimous  opinion  was  received — that 
none  of  the  effects  of  starvation  could  be  traced  either  directly  or 
remotely  amongst  the  unemployed  operatives;  on  the  contrary  the 
belief  was  expressed  that  the  very  poor  were  never  so  well  cared  for, 
never  so  well  fed. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  all  the  evidence  points  to  the  same  con¬ 
clusion— and  declares  distinctly  that  there  has  been  no  deterioration 
of  health  or  strength  amongst  the  operatives  in  consequence  of  the 
(f  Cotton  Famine.” 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  immunity  from  diseases  which 
might  have  been  expected  to  accompany  a  season  of  distress,  such  as 
we  are  passing  through,  must  be  ascribed  in  great  measure  to  the 
mode  in  which  relief  has  been  administered.  Although  other  causes 
will  also  have  been  in  operation— such  as  the  greater  sobriety  of  the 
working  classes— from  inability  to  procure  stimulants,  the  larger 


amount  of  out-door  employment,  and  the  more  constant  care  which 
the  mothers  have  been  able  to  bestow  upon  their  children. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  danger  is  still  very  far  from  being 
past,  and  wThile  they  believe  that  so  far  a  wise  caution  has  guided 
the  various  Relief  Boards,  the  Committee  would  urge  them  not  to  relax 
their  benevolent  efforts,  since  it  is  only  by  constant  care  that  the 
perils  from  diseases  of  a  low  type  can  be  guarded  against. 

The  Committee  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
subjoined  table,  prepared  by  Mr.  Royston,  showing  the  relative 
amount  of  mortality  of  Liverpool  and  Manchester

It  appears  from  these  figures  that  Liverpool  has  not  kept  the 
ground  which  had  been  gained,  and  both  towns  show  an  increase  in 
the  total  mortality  for  the  year.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the 
average  death-rate  of  England  is  22  in  the  1,000,  it  will  be  seen  that 
much  remains  to  be  done  in  both  places.  The  Sanitary  improve¬ 
ments  in  Liverpool,  especially  with  regard  to  the  building  of  cottage 
dwellings,  and  in  the  closure  of  cellars,  gave  reason  to  hope  that,  in 
1862,  that  town  wrould  have  shown  a  still  smaller  death-rate.  Epi¬ 
demics,  however,  completely  interfere  with  any  conclusions  drawn 
from  a  yearly  comparison;  and,  in  1862,  Scarlatina  prevailed 
extensively  in  Liverpool.  Let  both  towns  urge  forward  measures  of 
Sanitary  Reform,  and  spread  amongst  the  poor  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  laws  of  health,  and  we  cannot  doubt  that  much  vigorous  energy, 
and  many  valuable  lives  will  be  preserved  for  the  service  of  the 
Commonwealth. 
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The  Weekly  Return. 

With  each  year  this  report  upon  the  disease,  mortality,  and  meteo¬ 
rology  of  the  city  and  neighbourhood,  gains  rapidly  in  value,  both  as  a 
weekly  record  of  the  public  health,  and  as  a  series  of  statistics  from 
which  valuable  conclusions  may  be  drawn  respecting  the  causes  and 
progress  of  disease.  Its  usefulness  has  been  abundantly  proved  during 
the  past  year,  and  its  ready  and  accurate  intelligence  respecting  the 
health  of  the  district,  during  a  time  of  extreme  trial,  has  been  frequently 
sought,  not  only  by  the  inhabitants  from  our  own  district,  but  also  by 
inquirers  from  a  distance  ;  amongst  whom  may  be  mentioned  Sir  J. 
K.  Shuttleworth  and  Dr.  Buchanan,  the  medical  officer  deputed  by 
the  Privy  Council  to  inquire  into  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
Cotton  Districts. 

The  Committee  greatly  regret  that  Mr.  G.  V.  Vernon  has  been 
obliged  to  give  up  the  correction  and  editing  of  the  Meteorological 
returns;  they  beg  to  announce,  however,  that  Mr.  T.  Mackereth, 
of  Ecrles,  has  kindly  undertaken  for  the  present  this  labour  of 
compilation. 

Since  April  5th,  Mr.  Mackereth  has  furnished  the  Committee 
with  a  return  of  the  Meteorology  of  Eccles.  Two  columns  have  been 
added  to  the  Returns  from  charitable  and  other  public  institutions  of 
the  city.  One,  showing  the  number  of  cases  of  disease  which  came 
under  treatment  during  the  corresponding  week  of  the  preceding 
year;  the  other,  giving  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  during  the 
week  amongst  the  cases  of  whom  the  disease-returns  are  made. 
When  compared  with  the  table  on  the  last  page  of  the  return,  which 
gives  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  Manchester  and  Salford,  this 
column  will  afford  a  means  of  estimating  the  virulence  of  the  several 
diseases. 

The  Committee  notice  with  much  regret  the  loss  by  death  of  one 
of  their  contributors,  Mr.  Dyson.  The  district  from  which  he  kindly 
furnished  returns  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  Broadbent,  who  continues . 
to  supply  the  Committee  with  a  weekly  return.  An  additional  return 
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of  deaths  has  been  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Bowker,  Registrar  for  the 
Pendleton  District,  and  in  order  to  secure  accuracy  in  comparing 
the  mortality  of  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  two  years,  the  number 
of  deaths  in  each  week  of  1861,  in  this  district,  has  been  ascertained 
and  is  added  to  the  returns  for  that  year. 

Dr.  R.  D.  Thompson  continues  to  supply  the  Committee  with 
monthly  returns  of  disease  from  the  parish  of  St.  Marylebone,  Lon¬ 
don,  and  they  have  been  regularly  published  on  the  last  page  of  the 
Weekly  Return,  along  with  similar  returns  for  Manchester  and 
Salford. 

The  Committee  beg  to  thank  Dr.  R.  D.  Thompson  for  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  which  he  thus  affords  to  them  of  giving  a  view  of  the  comparative 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  two  places.  A  chart  founded  upon  these 
tables  is  appended  to  the  report,  and  it  shows  clearly  the  relative 
amount  of  disease  of  various  kinds  which  have  prevailed  in  London 
and  Manchester.  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  curves  projected 
upon  this  chart  show  again,  as  in  1861,  a  remarkable  general  accord¬ 
ance  both  in  their  rise  and  fall,  between  the  epidemics  prevailing  in 
the  two  cities  ;  more  especially  those  of  small-pox,  measles,  scarlatina, 
erysipelas,  bronchitis  and  catarrh,  diarrhoea  and  dysentery.  Such  a 
correspondence  points  to  the  presence  of  some  influence  which  acts 
apart  from  differences  of  locality,  chemical  manufactures,  or  sanitary 
conditions.  Diarrhoea  has  generally  been  much  more  rife  in  London 
than  in  Manchester,  perhaps  in  consequence  of  the  bad  quality  of  the 
drinking  water  of  the  Metropolis.  Last  year,  diarrhoea  and  dysentery, 
although  much  less  frequent  than  in  the  preceding  twelve  months, 
were  still  very  common  in  St.  Marylebone,  London,  1,539  cases  being 
recorded  in  one  month,  whereas,  in  Manchester,  the  highest  number 
is  620.  Bronchitis  and  catarrh,  on  the  other  hand,  are  much  more 
frequent  in  Manchester,  and  the  curve  of  this  disease  rises  to  a 
much  greater  height  than  can  be  explained  simply  by  the  increased 
number  of  applicants  for  charitable  aid. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  remark  upon  this  subject  that  efforts 
have  been  made,  apart  from  this  Association,  to  obtain  returns  of 
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disease  from  all  the  chief  towns  of  the  district,  including  Ashton- 
under-Lyne,  Blackburn,  Bolton,  Chester,  Liverpool,  Oldham,  Preston, 
Rochdale,  Stockport,  and  Warrington.  Should  these  efforts  prove 
successful  at  some  future  period  they  will  afford  most  valuable  data 
for  the  study  of  the  causation  of  disease,  the  influence  of  climate  and 
season,  of  prosperity  or  distress,  of  the  trades  and  manufactures,  or 
of  any  other  circumstances  peculiar  to  the  district. 

The  Committee  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  gentlemen  who  have 
contributed  to  the  Weekly  Return  ;  week  by  week  every  column  in  the 
list  of  disease  and  death  has  been  filled  up.  None  have  been  left 
vacant  in  the  whole  weekly  series,  thus  giving  it  a  value  which  no 
similar  return  has  ever  attained  before. 

They  have  not  only  supplied  this  record,  but  they  have  also 
answered  with  readiness  special  inquiries  made  of  them  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  with  reference  to  the  Sanitary  condition  of  their  districts. 
Apart  from  the  professional  ability  of  the  contributors,  such  regularity 
and  willing  aid  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  the  general  accuracy  of  the 
returns,  and  it  calls  for  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Mackereth  has  presented  to  the  Committee  an  able  Report 
upon  the  Meteorology  of  the  City  and  the  surrounding  district,  a  copy 
of  which  is  appended  to  the  General  Report.

Intramural  Interments. 


In  consequence  of  representations  made  to  the  General  Committee, 
as  to  the  continued  use  of  burial  grounds  within  the  City,  a  Sub¬ 
committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  as  to  the  extent  to  which  intra¬ 
mural  interment  was  carried  on  in  Manchester. 

After  careful  inspection  of  the  various  burial  grounds  and  ceme¬ 
teries  in  Manchester,  and  investigation  into  the  regulations  affecting 
them,  an  able  report  upon  the  subject  was  drawn  up,  and  was 
presented  to  the  General  Committee.  It  was  published  and  circu¬ 
lated  in  quarters  where  it  was  likely  to  prove  useful.  A  copy  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  Committee  understand  that  the  subject  is  one  now  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  City  Council,  and  they  trust  that  immediate 
action  may  be  the  result.

The  Cards  of  Instruction  to  Mothers  upon  the  management  of 
their  children  have  been  much  sought  for,  not  only  in  Manchester, 
but  in  several  other  towns,  both  in  England  and  Scotland.  Many  of 
them  have  been  disposed  of  to  the  poor  by  the  clergy  of  the  town,  and 
by  the  City  Missionaries.  The  patterns  of  baby  clothing  have  also 
been  very  useful  at  the  Mother’s  Meetings,  both  those  formed  in 
connection  with  the  different  churches,  and  those  managed  by  the 
Bible  women  of  the  City  Mission.  There  has,  however,  been  little  or 
no  demand  for  those  patterns  which  were  placed  under  the  charge  of 
shop  keepers  in  the  several  districts. 
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Tracts. 

The  demand  for  the  series  of  Tracts,  published  by  the  Association, 
has  been  well  sustained  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Committee 
notice  with  pleasure  that  the  number  sold  has  exceeded  that  of  any 
former  year.  The  Tracts  have  been  supplied  gratuitously  to  the 
Sewing  Schools  and  Working  Men’s  Institutes,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  circulation. 


Adulteration  of  Food. 

The  Committee  are  sorry  to  state  that  nothing  practical  has 
resulted  from  the  memorial  to  the  City  Council  referred  to  in 
the  last  report.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Salford  is  likely  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
appointing  a  Public  Analyst  for  that  borough.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  feeling  the  ineffectiveness  of  Mr.  Scholfield’s  Act  for 
the  Prevention  of  Adulteration,  requested  Mr.  Swinburne  to  pre¬ 
pare  suggestions  for  amending  it,  so  as  to  make  it  operative — 
and  his  report  is  appended.  The  Sub-Committee  on  the  Adultera¬ 
tion  of  Food,  have  been  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  Horsley  and 
Mr.  D.  L.  Thorpe,  of  Cheltenham,  and  Dr.  Ballard,  of  Islington, 
London;  and  they  have  to  record  their  best  thanks  to  these  gentle¬ 
men  for  their  valuable  communications.  The  Committee  having 
failed  to  secure  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Analyst  for  Manchester, 
have  deemed  it  expedient  to  endeavour  to  test  the  extent  to  which 
Adulteration  is  carried,  and  samples  of  the  following  articles  have 
been  purchased  at  various  shops  in  different  neighbourhoods,  viz. : — 
bread,  flour,  mustard,  pepper,  pickles,  tea,  coffee,  sugar,  butter,  cocoa, 
meal,  beer,  brandy,  gin,  and  whisky.  Dr.  Calvert,  Dr.  Boscoe,  Dr. 
Schunck,  Dr.  R.  A.  Smith,  and  Mr.  O’Neill,  have  kindly  undertaken 
the  Analysis  and  their  reports  will  shortly  be  published. 
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Early  in  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Committee  was  called  to  the 
number  of  fatal  accidents  caused  by  the  explosion  of  mineral  oils ;  and, 
with  a  view  to  cautioning  the  public  against  the  danger  attending  the 
use  of  these  oils,  Mr,  C.  O’Neill  examined  several  pils  and  presented 
a  report  to  the  Committee,  which  is  annexed. 

Finance. 

A  statement  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  is  appended  to  this 
Report.  Owing  to  the  state  of  trade,  the  Income  during  the  past 
year,  has  been  less  than  that  for  1861,  and  although  the  Committee 
have  carefully  economised  and  reduced  the  number  of  Lectures  for 
the  present  Winter,  the  Balance  in  hand  at  the  last  report 
(£65  4s.  2d.),  is  reduced  to  £31  I5s..  5d.  at  the  present  time;  the 
Committee,  however,  venture  to  hope  that  when  the  trade  of  the 
district  revives,  the  Association  will  receive  pecuniary  support  com¬ 
mensurate  with  its  importance  and  value  to  the  public. 


The  Committee,  in  recording  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Arthur  Ran- 
some,  who  has  acted  as  one  of  the  Honorary  Secretaries  for  upwards 
of  four  years,  desire  to  express  their  deep  sense  of  the  value  of  his 
very  able  and  suggestive  services.
